quiry letter sent in 2004 elicited 
responses from contemporary 
women architects describing the 
developments of the preceding 
30 years. 

The letters serve as elo- 
quent and candid testimonials 
to the determination of these 
women who sought to be active 
participants in constructing a 
better world. The book, which 
chronicles how the role of wom- 
en in architecture has changed 
and highlights the struggle to

BSA Task Force to End Homelessness merges 
with Boston chapter of Architecture for Humanity

THE BSA TASK FORCE TO END 
HOMELESSNESS (TFEH) and the 
Boston chapter of Architecture 
for Humanity (AFHB) have 
merged and will continue work- 
ing together under the AFHB 
umbrella. The two groups have 
collaborated in the past on 
several initiatives, including 
projects with Shelter Inc., Bikes 
Not Bombs, and TEEN LEEP. 
The TFEH was founded in 
1986 by John Wilson FAIA to 
address the issue of homeless- 
ness in Boston and the archi- 
tectural community’s lack of 
response to the problem. Since 
then, the group has provided 
pro bono planning, design, 
outreach, and advocacy services 
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to non-profit and other com- 
munity groups grappling with 
the problem of homelessness. In 
1996, Wilson was awarded the 
prestigious national Whitney 
Young Jr. Award for his work. 

I joined the group in 1990 and 
became a co-chair in 2004. 

Architecture for Humanity, 
founded in 1999 by Cameron 
Sinclair and Kate Stohr, was 
created to promote architec- 
tural and design solutions to 
global, social, and humanitarian 
crises through competitions, 
workshops, educational forums, 
partnerships with aid organiza- 
tions, and other activities. 

The local component, 
Architecture for Humanity 
Boston, was organized in 2004 
by Wentworth Institute of 
Technology instructors Lora 
Kim and Jay Weber, Harvard 
GSD students Hye-Young 


Chung and Emily Farnham, 
designer Niveen Sayeed, and me. 
In 2005, we created a competi- 
tion on Emergency Housing 
Ideas and sent the entries to the 
national AFH and exhibited 
them at Build Boston 2005. 
AFHB is currently run by five 
board members including Kim, 
Chung, Farnham, and Fatima 
Sayeed. 

Since that initial col- 
laboration, these two groups 
have continued to work so 
well together that a marriage 
between them seemed natural. 
We welcome the participation of 
everyone—professionals, design 
instructors, students, architects, 
engineers, BSA members and 
allies and nonmembers. AFHB 
meets on the second Thursday of 
each month (except August and 
December) at 6:30 pm at The

New network seeks to raise the bar 
on pro bono design

ANEW NETWORK focusing on 
pro bono design work in the 
Boston area met for the first 
time in January. This group was 
formed to explore whether we 
could increase the number and 
efficacy of pro bono activities by 
pooling resources. 

While many individuals 
and firms currently include pro 
bono efforts in annual business 
plans, the AIA sets forth no 
explicit guidelines or expecta- 
tions relative to pro bono design 
work. In the legal profession, 
for example, the American Bar 
Association recommends 50 
hours of pro bono work per 
member per year. In con- 
trast, California-based Public 


Architecture’s proposed 1% 
Solution would amount to 
about 20 hours of pro bono 
work per year. 

I believe that the best way 
to provide significant levels of 
assistance to our communities 
and their non-profit organiza- 
tions and institutions is through 
a not-for-profit design collab- 
orative. As this concept is still 
in its infancy, participation in 
the monthly meetings is critical 
in determining the future of 
this initiative, which would rely 
primarily on pro bono contri- 
butions. Asa major player in 
the architectural community, 
architects in Boston have a 
professional obligation to take a 
leadership role in the pro bono 
movement...and our participa- 
tion, guidance, and generous 


work effort contributions are the 
cornerstones of its success. 

The Pro Bono Network meets 
the fourth Monday of the month 
at 8:00 am at The Architects 
Building, except in August and 
December. The next meeting is 
May 21 at 8:30 am. Meetings are 
open to everyone—members 
and nonmembers, members of 
large firms and sole practitio- 
ners.

The buildings 
were required to pass building 
inspection in order to ultimately 
obtain a certificate of occupancy 
complete with a gold seal. All 
along the way, families were 
engaged in conversations with 
volunteers about architecture, 
landscape architecture, and 
urban design. 

This year’s structures ranged 
from a hotel for Red Sox fans 
only and a jail for Yankees fans, 
to space centers, houseboats,

In the summer of 2005, a festival called ArchFest was born. 
ArchFest was the collaborative brainchild of several young profes- 
sionals interested not only in celebrating Boston’s architecture but 
in generating a dialogue about the ways in which the built environ- 
ment influences our lives. Put together swiftly, ArchFest took place 
in September 2005. Programming, held in various neighborhoods 
over the course of a week, included a keynote address by Ed Mazria 
AIA, open buildings and architecture studios, and multiple tours, 
such as one from Dudley Street in Brookline to Dudley Street in 
Roxbury. 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? 

Since ArchFest, we've examined our goals and fine-tuned our 
organizational identity and mission. The result? A renaming of both 
our organization and its primary initiative. Common Boston is the 
name of our organization and the name of the architecture festival 
we produce. Our name is inspired by the Boston Common, which 
has long been Boston’s most central public meeting place. 


SUPPORT FROM THE AIA 

This year the American Institute of Architects celebrates its 150th 
anniversary. As part of its initiative to commemorate the associa- 
tion’s longevity, it launched ATAi1so, a program that enabled local 
organizations around the US to develop programming to pro- 

mote the visionary role that architects play in everyone's civic life. 
Common Boston was a recipient of an AIA150 grant and, as a result, 
has been able to develop even more community programs. 


PROGRAMS AND PARTNERSHIPS 

In the fall of 2006, Common Boston collaborated with South End 
Open Studios and Dorchester Open Studios to design maps that 
complemented their existing programming and highlighted the 
important architecture in their communities and surrounding 
neighborhoods.

Evening activi- 
ties include a forum discussion on the mayor’s proposal for a new 
City Hall with Rebecca Barnes FAIA, urban planner and smart- 
growth leader and former chief planner for the city of Boston, 

and David Fixler AIA, president of the New England chapter of 
DOCOMOMO. 


Saturday, June 9 
Events will take place in Dudley and Maverick Squares, with a focus 
on gentrification and socially-integrated housing. 


Sunday, June 10 
Primary programming takes place in Peabody Square/Ashmont and 
Fenway. Events conclude Sunday evening with a “Boston 2030” dis- 
cussion exploring current work being done by architects, planners, 
and community groups to promote AIA150’s 10 Principles of Livable 
Communities.
